At the present moment, his faded counte- 
nance glowed with exultation, as he beheld 
the flag of the Parliament float proudly in 
the evening breeze from the tower of the 
Castle below;—and, folding his hands, he 
looked upwards, as in silent thanksgiving. 
His meditations were ere long interrupt- 
ed by the distant trampling of horses; he 
looked round, but could only observe a dense 
cloud of dust; which, while it totally enve- 
loped those who approached, told an appal- 
ling tale of their numbers.

As her 
countryman, he professed himself willing to us- 
sist her, and took her to his house. There he 
supplied her with liquor until she became com- 
pletely intoxicated, when he pushed her down, 
pressed the weight of his person upon her, 
and suffocated her with his fingers. ‘1 his trans- 
action took place in the presence of the woman 
M’Dougal, Hare, an accomplice, and a woman 
named Gray, who was forcibly detained in the 
house. The parties were all under the influence 
of liquor, and the testimony, as reported, evinces 
that their recollections were confused. Hare is 
described as a most horrible looking wretch.— 
The defence was conducted by the Dezn of Fa- 
culty, and the celebrated Mr. Cockburn. The 
Lord Justice Clerk, in summing up the evidence, 
said he had never heard the defence of any indi- 
vidual conducted with more zeal and consum- 
mate ability. Burke was found guilty. The jury 
returned as to the woman M’Dougal, that the 
libel was not proven. She was discharged.— 
Burke was seutenced to be hung on the 28th of 
January, and to be publicly digsected. ‘Ihe 
Lord Justice Clerk expressed his doubt whether 
the body ought not to be exhibited in chains, 
but believed the public eye would be offended 
by so dismal a spectacle.

She was sailing 
up at high tide about 4 o’clock, and suddenly, 
and most unexpectedly, went aground off the 
Thames Police Causeway, Wapping. She had 
not been aground many minutes before she went 
upon her beam ends. The accident was witness- 
ed by Capt. Richbell, who immediately despatch- 
ed all the boats of the Office, with their crews, 
to render every assistance. The vessel, how- 
ever, being heavily laden, could not be raised by 
any human exertion, and it was manifest, that 
she was strained from stem to stern, and was 
bilged. The butt-ends had started, and the wa- 
ter poured through the leak so rapidly that in a 
short time she nearly filled. The mate, pilot, 
and every person on board exerted themselves to 
the utmost, and struck the topmasts, lowered 
the anchors, etc.; but she could not be righted, 
It was then evident, from the continued cracking 
of the seams, and the puckering of the copper 
phagshine t hae. a em ; ene ae 

y stovein. The river also became covered with 
turpentine and oil, which escaped from the bar- 
rels with which she was laden in her bottom.— 
On the rising of the tide on Thursday morning 
the vessel righted, and in a short time the water 
in the whole was above ten feet high. The pumps 
were kept at work, and the leak somewhat stop- 
ped, and in the course of the day the vessel com- 
menced discharging the cargo, which is partial- 
ly damaged. The injuries the ship received by 
this unfortunate casuality will require about 
1,200/7. or 1,500/. to repair. On Thursday and 
yesterday eight boxes weighing 22 cwt. were 
landed, and forwarded to the house to which 
they had been consigned.

In the Senate on Wednesday, Mr. CHAMBERS, 
from the Select Committee to which was refer- 
red the memorials of sundry citizens praying in- 
demnification for spoliations of their property 
by the French, prior to the year 1800, reported 
a bill for the relief of those citizens. 

At 12 o’clock the Senate, preceded by the 
Vice-President and their Secretary, proceeded 
to the House of Representatives for the purpose 
of examining and counting the votes for Presi- 
nent and Vice-President of the United States. 
After their return, Mr. TAzEWELL was appoint- 
ed a Committee on the part of the Senate to 
notify Anprew Jacxson of his election as 
President of the United States.

Mr.Smyta hav- 
ing been interrupted in bis observations on 
Tuesday, rose, and stating it to be his desire to 
have the question taken without further debate, 
waived his right to make any further remarks 
in reply, and called for the previous question, 
but the call was not secunded, there being on 
a division—ayes 60, noes 90. 

A motion was then made to postpone the cor- 
sideration of the resolution until to-day, whea 
Mr. J. C. Wnicut spoke against postponement, 
until his observations were interrupted by the 
termination of the hour. 

A message was then sent to the Senate to in- 
form that body that the House was ready to pro- 
ceed to the counting of the votes for President 
and Vice-President; and inviting the attendance 
of that body.

They soon after e»‘ered the Hall, with the 
Vice President at their head, preceded by the 
Secretary and Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate, 
and were received at the door and conducted to 
their seats by the Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
House of Representatives, the Meinbers being 
uncovered, and rising in their places. 

W hen the Senators had taken the seats assign- 
ed them, and the Vice President had seated 
himself at the right hand of the Speaker, 

The Tellers, viz: on the part of the Senate, 
Mr. Tazewk.u, and, on the part of the House, 
Messrs. P. P. Bansour and Van RENSSELAER, 
took their places at the Clerk’s table. 

The Vice President then, having before him 
the packets received, one copy by express, and 
one through the post office, from the several 
States, took up those from the State of Maine, 
and, announcing to the Senators and Represea- 
tatives that those packets had been certified, by 
the Delegation from Maine, to contain the votes 
of that State for President and Vice President, 
procecded to break the seals, and then handed 
over the packets to the Tellers, who opened and 
read them at length. 

‘the same process was repeated, until all the 
packets had been opened and read. 

Mr. ‘Tas web, retiring to some distance 
from the chair, then read the report, speci- 
fying the votes of each State, by which it 
appeared that General Jackson had 178 
votes, and Mr. Apams 83, for the office of 
PresipENT; and that the vote for that of 
Vice Presipenr was—for Mr, Cartuoun 
171—Mr. Rusu 83—Wam. Sarrn, of Souru 
Canotina, 7—the votes for Mr. Samirit be- 
ing from Groreta. 

The result was again read by the Vice 
Presipent,. who then declared “that An- 
ptuw Jackson is duly elected Prestpent 
or Tux Unrrrpo Srarxs, for four years 
from the fourth day of March next, and 
Joun C. Catnoun is duly elected Vice 


PresipenT for the same period. 





We give, to-day, a number of extracts fur- 
nished by the New York papers, from the fo- 
reign journals, brought by the Dow Qurxors, 
from Havre. In Lonpon, at the end of De- 
cember, the failure of the bankers, Reminc- 
ron and SrrPHeENson, with the disappearance 
of one of the partners, seems to have been al- 
most the object of public interest. The Cov- 
RIER says:—‘‘ Such an event has not taken 
place in the annals of banking. Distress has 
come upon many houses; failures have taken 
place; but not a single partner, belonging to 
any banking establishment, ever before abscond- 
ed, and, robbing the house of its funds, left his 
partners to abide the misery he had increased, 
if not created.’’ 

The AucssurGuH Gazetre contains the fol- 
lowing speculations, dated Bertin, Decem- 
ber 20, on the prospect of peace between the 
Turxs and Russrans. ‘‘ Our latest news from 
Constantinople is of little interest. The Porte 
persists in the same purpose as at the commence- 
ment of the campaign; and the condition of its 
finances can alone induce any thoughts of peace; 
and as yet there is no evidence of embarrassment 
in that particular, The unanimity which pre- 
vails among the foreign ministers at Pera, ix of 
the best augury, and cannot but be useful to the 
Porte. The Prussian Minister enjoys universal 
confidence. Our Cabinet is also endeavoring to 
use its influence with the Emperor Nicholas, in 
order to obtain fiom him some modification of 
the pretensions set forth in his war manifesto. 
It is, however, doubtful, whether the Emperor 
will consent to any such; for, it is said, Count 
Nesselrode during the last days of his residence 
at Odessa addressed a circular to all the courts, 
importing that his sovreign would not admit of 
any mediation from any quarter; and reiterating 
the declaration of the manifesto, that the Em- 
peror would not lay down his arms until com- 
plete satisfaction was obtained from the Porte. 
These are not, it is true, very consoling thoughts, 
the less so, as it is alike impossible to change 
the intlexibie temper cither of the Emperor or 
the Sultan. Stitt we are not discouraged—and 
clever statesmen may yet hit upou some expedi- 
ent with which all parties may be satisfied. The 
late conferences in London, though they have 
not fullilled the general expectation, offer some 
sort of basis for pacific negotiations. ‘the Gov- 
ernmént of Constantinople feigned not to at- 
tach any importance to the forced evacuation 
of the Morea by the Musse!mans—Neverthe-

—“ Bat six months have elapsed, since the Bin- 
peror placed hinself at the head of his army, 
and, in Burope, there have been conquered, 


a considerable part of Bulgaria has been taken 
possession of beyond the Danube: eight fortres- 
ses have also been taken, as well as the fortified 
positinas en the Danube, and 2 camps. Our 
trophies are 957 cannon, 180 standards and an im- 
mense quantity of provisions. We have sunk or 
taken 17 large vessels, and 45 smal! Nine Pachas, 
with 22,500 men, have laid down theirarms be- 
fore our troops, and thousands of families ia Bul- 
garia have been delivered from slavery. Ia 
Asia, 3 pachalicks, with 6 fortresses, 2 castles, 
and three camps, have been conquered; 348 
cannon, 193 standards apd 11 horse-tails have 
been teken, whilst 8 pachas and 8,000 soldiers 
have been made prisoners. A body of 30,000 
men has been beaten and dispersed: and there 
also we have delivered several thousand native 
families, whom the Turks chased before them 
like cattle: they have been restored to their 
country to live in tranquillity under the pretec- 
tion of their conquerors. These advantages have 
cost us 8 cannen, lost before Cheumla, and 
about 6,000 men killed. At this moment the 
line of our troops extends from Calafat (which 
is well fortified, and from which a panic terror 
has driven the Turks,) as far as Varna, which is 
again put in a state of defence. Their advanc- 
ed posts are at Kamtschik and Dewik, and they 
have covered Bagardjk and Paravadi. From 
Choumla, which it was useless to watch during 
winter, and from Silistria, where the frosts and 
inundations prevented the continuation of the 
seige, our troops have arrived in Moldavia aad 
Walachia, and they have repelled, with loss, the 
enemy, who attempted to harass their march. 
The future is in the hand of God, but under the 
shield of the wisdom and heroic courage of our 
monarch, Russia cannot but look forward toa 
happy issue.’’ 

The Parsipent’s Message had been printed 
in the Lonpon and Panis papers. It is accom- 
panied, in the Lonpow Covaigr, by the fol- 
lowing remarks, which we copy because that 
journal is regarded as the organ of the Barrisu 
ministry:—** The Message transmitted by the 
President of the United States, on the 2d inst. 
to both Houses of Congress, at the opening of 
the session, is given in our paper of to-day.— 
This document, always important, as giving an 
authentic view of the internal condition and ex- 
ternal relations of a Republic, whose growth af- 
fects the world, possesses additional interest this 
year, from the certainty that it will be the last 
issued by Mr. Quincy Adama. The ‘* Elect Pre- 
sident,’’ we are told by the American Journals, 
has already left Tennessee with his family, to 
spend the winter at Philadelphia, and be ready 
to proceed to the seat of Government on the 
4th March, when the Presidency of Mr. Adams 
expires. All doubt respecting the appointment 
of General Jackson is therefore at an end. The 
commercial relations with Great Britain form, to 
us, the most important point in Mr. Adams’ 
Message. ‘* They will deserve,"’ he rightly tells 
Congress, ‘‘ their serious consideration, and the 
exercise of aconciliatory and forbearing spirit 
in the policy of both governments.”” This is 
true—and, as far as our government is concern- 
ed, we are convinced that a conciliatory and for- 
bearing disposition will continue to be manifes- 
ted. But the attempt to throw upon us the blame 
of having commenced ‘‘the interdiction of direct 
trade, afterwards reciprocated by the United 
States,’’ is neither fair nor just. It is an effort 
to justify the late unpopular and impolitic Ta- 
riff; but an effort which can only serve, by its 
total misrepresentation of facts, to place in a 
still stronger light the groundlessness of that 
measure; for that which rests on falsehood can 
never be necessary or wise. Instead of having 
interdicted direct trade with America, it is well 
known that we had put our commercial relations 
with all countries on the footing of reciprocity, 
reserving to ourselves the right of exempting 
from the full enjoyment of that reciprocity, 
all nations which, after a certain period allow- 
ed for deliberation and trial, should not grant 
us the same advantages which we had sponta- 
neously held out to them, and should either con- 
tinue ancient, or create fresh restrictioas upon our 
trade. America has gladly availed herself of our 
liberality. She welcomed and used the boon— 
but how did she repay us? By enactments 
which hampered our commerce, and roused all 
that opposition to liberal principles which has 
since existed among us, and which would never 
have sprung, had she not repelled reciprocit y.— 
In self defence we recalled our gift. We placed 
her on the footing of the dissenting and less fa- 
voured nations; and this withdrawal of a privi- 
lege which she had voluntarily forfeited, after 
having reaped its advantages, though the natu- 
ral and necessary coasequence of her own acts, 
is what Mr. Adams represented as “‘ a sudden 
and scarcely explained revulsion,’’ by which 
‘* the spirit of exclusion operates upon the United 
States alone.’ Mr. Adams, however, though 
he ascribes a false origin to the Tariff, does not 
defend all its provisions. He admits that they 
were ‘‘not acceptable to the great interests of 
any portion of the Union,”’ and advises that they 
should be revised and altered. The point next 
in importance is the state of the revenue, which 
is represented as most flourishing. For the par- 
ticulars of which we refer our readers to the 
document itself, which will repay, notwith- 
standing its extreme length, the trouble of pe- 
rusal.’’

Boston, Feb. 10.—The alarm of fire, yesterday 
morning, about 1 o’clock, was from the lighter 
Belus, of this city, lying at Hancock’s wharf, 
North End. The crew of another lighter along- 
side had nearly extinguished the flames before 
the engines arrived. The vessel was attached a 
few days since, and Abdel Billings, of Lincoln, 
Middlesex county, put on board as keeper. The 
night being rainy, and the wind high, the cabin 
was closely shut up: the fire appears to have 
taken in the closet, near the fire-place, and not 
from lime, as reported at first. Billings was 
found in one of the births, most distant from the 
fire-place, in a position as if sleeping quietly— 
his eyes were closed, one arm resting on the 
side of the birth, and the hand scorched to a 
cinder. His face was also much scorched, but 
his hair appeared in a natural state. The amoke 
must have suffocated him before the fire had be- 
come hot enough to be felt. A dead cat was 
also found stretched at length under the table. 
The cabin was much burnt. 

Billings was about 50 years of age, without a 
family. It is stated that he sonietimes, though 
not often, i d in spirituous liquors, and a 
bottle, partly filled with rum, was found at the 
head of his birth, which may have been the di- 
rect or remote cause of the Shatter by which he 
perished. 

The coroner’s jury returned a verdict, that he 
** came to his death by suffocation on board the 
sloop Belus, on the night of the 8th inst. said 
sloop having accidentally taken fire in the 
cabin.”’ 

The night was very dark and windy, the rain 
fell in torrents, and in some places the water 
covered the slippery streets to the depth of a 
foot or more: yet the members of the Fire De- 
partment turned out with their accustomed ala- 
crity. 

POLICE OFFICE—NEW-YORK, Feb. 12. 

This forencon Thomas Pope came up to enter 
a complaint against a person named Green, for 
having uttered counterfeit tickets, by which a 
fraud of considerable extent was perpetrated 
against the complainant. It appears that Pope 
has for the last five years contracted very large- 
ly to fill in uneven places, and issued printed 
tickets to be given for every load. It was cus- 
tomary for the grocers to take these tickets and 
pay half in money and half in goods. ‘the re- 
ceivers presented them to Mr. Pope every Sa- 
turday night and were regularly paid. Green 
had been formerly one of the carmen and receiv- 
ed his tickets like the rest. But within the last 
eighteen months he had devised a much more 
expeditious as well as more easy method of ma- 
king money than that of obtaining it by hard 
work.—He has, during that time, worked on an 
average about one day in the week, probably 
sufficient to obtain the form of the tickets, as 
they were changed from time to time. These tick- 
ets he employed a printer to imitate, and filling 
up the blanks with the price of the load which 

varied from eight to thirteen cents, he issued 
them to the grocers in large numbers, receiving 
the usual proportions of cash and goods. Mr. 
nis did not scrutinize these spurious tickets, 
and indeed their resemblance to the genuine 
tickets was such that the fraud could scarcely 
be imagined. Within a short time circumstances 
have disclosed the fraud. The delinquent, be- 
come bolder by success, issued his tickets more 
abundantly, and had initiated his wife and son 
into this profitable traffic. Mr. Pope was sur- 
prised to see that his lots filled up very slowly, 
and the expense increasing to an unwarrantable 
extent. He took measures for detecting the 
rogue, and at length obtained full evidence of 
the practises of Green. It appears thet without 
much labour, he has within two years been en- 
abled to and pay fer two dwelling 
houses and other property by means of this ne- 
farious fraud. Mr. Pope stated, that according 
to his computation, he had Jost in this manner 
from three to four thousand dollars; which we 
can well imagine, since within the last five years 
his contracts have amounted to five hundred 
thousand dollars. We have not learned what 
course is to be taken in this case.—V. Y. Post.
